Hence,  you  will  see  the  $100.00  in  the  Warrant  Articles  of 
each  department  so  they  may  be  brought  up  on  the  floor  for 
discussion,  if  desired,  at  the  Town  Meeting. 

We  hope  everyone  will  attend  the  Conval  School  District 
meeting  on  March  6,  1993.  Your  voice  is  needed  to  be  heard 
at  this  meeting. 

There  will  be  openings  on  several  Committees  and  Commissions 
this  year.  These  openings  will  be  posted  at  Town  Meeting. 
If  you  have  a  desire  to  be  of  service  please  notify  the 
Selectmen.

We  have  audited  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  of  the  Town  of  Francestown, 
New  Hampshire  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1992,  and  have  issued  our  report  thereon 
dated  January  20,  1993. 

We  conducted  our  audit  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  auditing  standards. 
Those  standards  require  that  we  plan  and  perform  the  audit  to  obtain  reasonable  assurance 
about  whether  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  are  free  of  material  misstatement. 

In  planning  and  performing  our  audit  of  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  of  the 
Town  of  Francestown,  New  Hampshire  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1992,  we  considered 
its  internal  control  structure  in  order  to  determine  our  auditing  procedures  for  the  purpose  of 
expressing  our  opinion  on  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  and  not  to  provide  assur- 
ance on  the  internal  control  structure. 

The  management  of  the  Town  of  Francestown,  New  Hampshire  is  responsible  for 
establishing  and  maintaining  an  internal  control  structure.  In  fulfilling  this  responsibility, 
estimates  and  judgments  by  management  are  required  to  assess  the  expected  benefits  and 
related  costs  of  internal  control  structure  policies  and  procedures.  The  objectives  of  an  internal 
control  structure  are  to  provide  management  with  reasonable,  but  not  absolute,  assurance  that 
assets  are  safeguarded  against  loss  from  unauthorized  use  or  disposition,  and  that  transactions 
are  executed  in  accordance  with  management's  authorization  and  recorded  properly  to  permit 
the  preparation  of  financial  statements  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  accounting 
principles.  Because  of  inherent  limitations  in  any  internal  control  structure,  errors  or 
irregularities  may  nevertheless  occur  and  not  be  detected.  Also,  projection  of  any  evaluation 
of  the  structure  to  future  periods  is  subject  to  the  risk  that  procedures  may  become  inadequate 
because  of  changes  in  conditions  or  that  the  effectiveness  of  the  design  and  operation  of 
policies  and  procedures  may  deteriorate. 

For  the  purpose  of  this  report,  we  have  classified  the  significant  internal  control  struc- 
ture policies  and  procedures  in  the  following  categories.

Expenditures  for  goods  and  services 

and  accounts  payable 
Payroll  and  related  liabilities 
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For  all  of  the  control  categories  listed  above,  we  obtained  an  understanding  of  the 
design  of  relevant  policies  and  procedures  and  whether  they  have  been  placed  in  operation,  and 
we  assessed  control  risk. 

Our  consideration  of  the  internal  control  structure  would  not  necessarily  disclose  all 
matters  in  the  internal  control  structure  that  might  be  material  weaknesses  under  standards 
established  by  the  American  Institute  of  Certified  Public  Accountants.  A  material  weakness  is 
a  reportable  condition  in  which  the  design  or  operation  of  one  or  more  of  the  internal  control 
structure  elements  does  not  reduce  to  a  relatively  low  level  the  risk  that  errors  or  irregularities 
in  amounts  that  would  be  material  in  relation  to  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  being 
audited  may  occur  and  not  be  detected  within  a  timely  period  by  employees  in  the  normal 
course  of  performing  their  assigned  functions.  We  noted  no  matters  involving  the  internal 
control  structure  and  its  operation  that  we  consider  to  be  material  weaknesses  as  defined 
above. 

We  also  noted  other  matters  involving  the  internal  control  structure  and  its  operation 
that  we  have  reported  to  the  management  of  the  Town  of  Francestown,  New  Hampshire  in  a 
separate  letter  dated  January  20,  1993.

To  the  Citizens  of  Francestown: 

The  Selectmen's  office  has  charged  the  Highway  Safety 
Commission  with  the  responsibility  of  developing  a 
standardized  method  by  which  streets  are  numbered. 

During  the  1992  Legislative  Session  SB  441-FN-A  was  passed. 
Chapter  106-H,  the  Enhanced  911  System,  was  written  to 
protect  citizens  with  improved  emergency  communication 
procedures  to  reduce  response  time  to  emergency  calls  for 
law  enforcement,  fire,  medical  and  other  emergency  services. 

Present  law  signed  by  Judd  Gregg,  all  housing  in  the  State 
of  New  Hampshire  has  to  be  numbered  by  1995.  It  is  not  a 
mandated  law,  therefore  the  community  cannot  charge  off  any 
expense  to  the  State.  It  will  be  funded  by  a  telephone 
surcharge.  Every  telephone  line  run  into  every  building, 
starting  January  1,  1993,  will  be  charged  $0.25  per  month 
for  every  line.  In  1994,  $0.47  per  line  monthly  and  $0.60 
per  line  monthly  for  1995.  Money  is  to  be  collected  by  AT&T 
and  turned  over  to  the  new  911  Commission,  funds  will  not  be 
turned  over  to  the  State.  Funds  will  not  be  controlled  by 
the  State,  even  though  the  911  Commission  will  be  a 
subsidiary  of  the  State. 

Once  the  numbers  are  assigned,  AT&T  will  know  that  once  911 
is  dialed,  the  telephone  number  will  be  locked  in  even  if 
the  individual  falls  over  dead.  The  telephone  number  is 
displayed  and  the  address  assigned  to  that  telephone  number 
is  also  displayed. 

There  are  many  addresses  in  Francestown  that  use  RFD 
numbers,  odd/even  numbers  or  no  numbers  at  all.  Because 
emergency  personnel  are  unable  to  distinguish  which  house  is 
having  the  emergency,  this  has  inhibited  response  time. 
Newcomers  to  town  are  unfamiliar  with  the  area  and  their 
neighbors  giving  inaccurate  information  also  inhibits 
response  time. 

In  an  effort  to  resolve  these  problems,  the  Highway  Safety 
Commission  has  worked  to  develop  a  new  address  numbering 
system  for  the  entire  town  which  will  assign  each  residence, 
parcel  and  business  a  permanent,  legal  address.  The 
guidelines  below  were  followed  by  the  Highway  Safety 
Commission : 

1.  The  numbering  system  will  be  simple  and  logical  to 
eliminate  confusion; 

2.  The  numbering  system  will  be  flexible  enough  to 
accommodate  growth; 

3.  The  numbering  system  will  be  based  on  a  frontage 
unit  at  standardized  intervals.   This  means  that  for 
every  100  foot  of  frontage  consecutive  property 
(address),  numbers  will  be  assigned. 
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If  you  have  questions  or  need  further  information,  please 
contact  the  Highway  Safety  Commission  or  the  Selectmen's 
Office.  Thanks  for  your  assistance  in  implementing  this 
program.

We,  the  Trustees,  have  steered  our  efforts  toward  reaching 
out  to  the  community,  young  and  old  alike.  We  feel  a  large 
part  of  our  job  is  to  continually  make  the  public  aware  of 
the  benefits  and  resources  that  their  library  holds  for 
them.  It  is  also  our  job  to  enhance  existing  programs.  It 
would  be  difficult  to  mention  all  the  efforts  but  we  would 
like  to  highlight  a  few. 

The  summer  reading  program  for  young  children  was  enhanced 
and  we  expanded  the  program  to  include  the  ten  to  fourteen 
year  old  population.  It  is  known  that  this  is  the  age  group 
where  some  children  move  away  from  reading.  It  was  received 
with  great  enthusiasm  and  we  look  forward  to  an  even  better 
program  next  summer.

Mark 
Holding  gave  a  reading  to  the  younger  group  and  then  he  and 
Pam  Nation  helped  the  children  dramatize  what  had  been  read. 
Mark  also  led  a  creative  writing  workshop  for  the  older 
group.

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CONSERVATION  COMMISSION  -  1992  REPORT 

1992  was  a  year  of  challenges  as  the  Conservation  Coiranission 
tried  to  fulfill  our  responsibilities  of  promoting 
conservation  and  managing  the  Town  Forests. 

We  initiated  a  survey  to  establish  the  opinion  of  the  town 
pertaining  to  our  past  and  future  efforts  regarding  the 
acquisition  of  Town  Forests  and  Conservation  Easements.  78% 
of  respondents  favored  continued  acquisition  of  conservation 
lands  through  funding  by  the  Conservation  Fund. 

Currently  our  efforts  are  concentrated  on  management  duties 
in  the  Town  Forests.  In  response  to  a  petition  from 
residents,  hearings  were  held  concerning  hunting  in  the  Lord 
Town  Forest.  After  serious  debates  the  Commission  decided 
that  public  safety  would  best  be  served  by  limiting  hunting 
to  shotgun,  muzzleloader  and  bow.  The  Commission  posted  the 
Town  Forest  to  that  effect. 

We  have  a  draft  of  a  Forest  Resource  Management  plan  which 
will  propose  policies  under  which  the  Town  Forests  will  be 
managed.  We  will  schedule  hearings  to  obtain  resident  input 
in  the  spring. 

During  the  year,  members  of  the  Commission  attended  Planning 
Board  and  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals  meetings  to  lend  our  voice 
to  the  issues  before  these  Boards.  Members  visited  logging 
sites  and  conducted  wetland  evaluations  for  dredge  and  fill 
applications . 

Our  Earth  Day  activities  included  the  annual  roadside  clean- 
up, a  hike  in  the  Crotched  Mountain  Town  Forest  and  we  again 
distributed  tree  seedlings  to  the  Elementary  School  students 
and  teachers. 

The  Commission  has  on-going  projects  in  wetland  inventory 
and  scenic  roads  as  well  as  evaluating  the  impacts  of  timber 
harvesting  in  the  Town  Forests. 

The  Commission  would  like  to  thank  the  family  of  Mr.  Robert 
LeJacq  who  asked  that  donations  be  made  to  the  Conservation 
Fund  in  Memory  of  Mr.  LeJacq. 

We  would  like  to  thank  the  residents  and  voters  of 
Francestown  for  their  support,  past  and  present,  and  we  hope 
to  earn  your  support  in  the  future.

We  had  another  good  year  in  holding  the  budget  in  line  with 
the  appropriations  despite  adding  wage  increases  and  a 
$5,000  bridge  project  to  the  same  dollar  amount  as  1991. 

Special   monies  such   as   CIP  new   Construction  and  Capital 
Reserves  were   cut  by  $45,000,  so  not   as  much  work  got  done 
in  these  areas. 
One  new  sander  was  purchased  for  $10,000. 

This  year  I  am  asking  to  replace  my  one  ton  four  wheel  drive 
truck  and  plow.  Requesting  the  monies  to  purchase  the  truck 
be  taken  out  of  the  Capital  Reserve  (Purchase  or  Replacement 
of  Highway  Equipment). 

Projects  this  year  were:  Turn-arounds  for  emergency 
vehicles,  construction  of  emergency  turn-arounds  or  turn 
outs,  placing  of  emergency  signs  on  dead  end  roads.  At  least 
two  more  need  to  be  done,  one  on  Muzzey  Road  and  possibly 
one  on  Hay  Hill  Road,  plus  other  turn  out  locations  on 
Dennison  Pond  Road  and  Candlewpod  Hill  Road. 

We   constructed  a  bridge   on   County  Road   South   below  the 

French  Residence  last  year.  Project  planned  for  1993   is  the 

bridge  on  Cross  Road,  funding  to  come  out  of  the  bridge 
appropriation. 

Reconstruction  of  Reid  Road  was  started  with  a  modest  amount 
of  $15,000.  We  replaced  a  stone  culvert,  put  up  fencing, 
tore  out  approximately  1000  feet  of  the  old  road  bed  and 
resurfaced  approximately  600  feet.  We  are  asking  for 
$30,000  this  year  to  complete  this  road  project,  which 
includes  the  tarring.  This  is  an  increase  of  the  CIP  by 
$15,000  over  last  year,  still  $20,000  under  the  original  CIP 
reconstruction  plan. 

We  did  more  extensive  brush  cutting  in  1992  on  Birdsall  Road 

and   Bible  Hill   Road,  this   year  we   have  started  Oak  Hill 

Road,  plan  to  do   Reid  Road,  complete  Bible  Hill   Road,  part 

of  Poor  Farm  Road  and  Pleasant  Pond  Road.  All  roads  were 
mowed  keeping  new  growth  down. 

We  continued  using  some  regraveling  funds  to  put  hard  pac  on 
hills  to  help  slow  the  erosion  factor  and  it  continues  to  do 
the  job  of  temporarily  holding  them  until  at  some  future 
date  we  can  consider  tarring  them  as  a  better  and  more 
permanent  solution.  Maintenance  cost  of  the  hills  done  with 
this  process  is  about  $500  a  year.  Hill  maintenance  last 
year  was  on  Muzzey  Road,  Back  Mountain  Road,  Hay  Hill. 

An  aggressive  culvert  cleaning  program  was  done  last  year. 
Thanks  to  the  cooperation  of  the  Fire  Department  loaning  us 
the  use  of  a  tank  truck  for  flushing  them.  Also  many  old 
culverts  were  replaced. 

Roads  last  year  gravelled,  wholly  or  partially,  included  Oak 
Hill   Road,  Perley  Road,  County   Road  South,   Stevens  Road, 
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Birdsall  Road,  Poor  Farm  Road,  Champagne  Road.  This  year 
list  included  Juniper  Hill  Road  and  Campbell  Hill  Road, 
Candlewood  Hill  Road,  Poor  Farm  Road,  Todd  Road,  Russell 
Station  Road,  Dodge  Hill  Road  and  King  Hill  Road. 

Looks  like  another  busy  year.  Thank  you  for  all  the  fine 
support  you  give  us  as  a  general  public,  it  really  does  make 
a  difference  to  us. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  highway  crew  and  the  local  contractors 
for  their  great  work  and  the  Selectmen  for  their  support.

There's 
nothing  I  like  better  then  to  reuite  a  dog  with  it's  owner. 

It  is  a  state  law  now  that  cats  receive  rabies  vaccination 
as  well  as  dogs.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  RECREATION  COMMISSION 

The  Recreation  Commission  supports  various  activities 
for  children  and  adults  throughout  the  year.  Several 
activities  are  year  round.  Pam  Nation  conducts  aerobic 
classes  on  Monday  and  Wednesday  nights  from  6  to  7  PM,  and 
on  Saturday  AM  when  possible.  Approximately  20  women  and 
men  sign  up  for  each  six  week  session,  with  average 
attendance  at  about  10.  All  are  invited.  The  fee  for  12 
classes  is  $35.  We  also  sponsor  monthly  Contra  Dances  on  the 
second  Saturday  of  the  month  at  the  Town  Hall.  Various 
callers  and  bands  come  to  provide  variety.  The  group  has 
changed  somewhat  with  more  dancers  who  are  new  to  contra 
dancing.  The  Public  is  invited.  Dances  run  from  8:30  to 
11:30.  Admission  is  $4  per  person.  Both  of  these  activities 
are  self  supporting. 

In  the  spring,  Recreation  supports  the  local  baseball 
program.  Rob  Ames  oversaw  the  Little  League  with  coaching 
help  from  Paul  Lawrence  and  Jim  Pietrovito,  and 
organizational  help  from  Dave  Jonas.  This  was  Rob's  last 
year  of  many,  and  we  thank  him  for  all  the  time  he 
volunteered  to  coach,  attend  meetings,  maintain  and  replace 
uniforms  and  equipment,  and  seek  other  volunteers  to  help. 
Kip  Dal  ley  and  Jim  Barker  oversaw  the  program  for  the  three 
Pee  Wee  teams  ably  assisted  by  Scott  Jenkins,  Jeff  Ward, 
Craig  Wentworth,  Michelle  Kazanovicz,  and  Tim  Bower. 
66  boys  and  girls  played  on  the  4  teams  this  year.  All  pay 
a  fee  to  offset  expenses  to  the  town.  Our  thanks  go  to  all 
the  coaches  for  volunteering  their  time  and  talent. 

In  May,  Recreation  sponsors  the  Morris  Dancers  who  tour 
the  area  and  make  a  stop  in  Francestown  to  dance  on  the 
Common  in  front  of  the  Town  Hall.  Free.  In  June  a  mailing 
goes  out  to  all  residents  outlining  the  recreation  programs 
for  the  summer. 

Most  of  your  Recreation  dollars  are  spent  on  summer 
programs.  The  Recreation  Commission  opens,  maintains, 
provides  lifeguards,  and  closes  your  Town  Beach.  The  Town 
Beach  is  for  use  by  residents  from  June  through  Labor  Day. 
Red  Cross  swimming  lessons  are  provided  at  a  fee  for  any 
children  age  3  and  up  who  sign  up.  This  summer  2  sessions 
were  available  -  1  in  July  and  1  in  August.  This  summer's 
staff  were;  Jonathan  Rice,  swim  instructor,  and  Jared 
Nelson,  Kara  McNeil,  and  Brittany  Demos,  lifeguards.  Jessica 
Lawrence  and  Josh  Stewart  were  assistants.  A  portable 
toilet  and  telephone  are  provided  as  required  for  health  and 
safety.  This  year  81  children  took  swim  lessons.  Use  of 
the  beach  is  increasing  as  the  town  grows  and  improvements 
are  made.  Daily  attendance  ranges  from  nearly  200  people  to 
a  handful  on  cold  or  rainy  days. 

Other  summer  programs  include  tennis  and  soccer  camp. 
Recreation  provides  tennis  lessons  for  residents  age  pre- 
school and  up.  The  fee  is  $10  for  8  lessons  during  the 
month  of  July.  Cher  Barker  has  continued  to  be  the 
instructor  and  planner  for  these  USTA  lessons.  This  year 
she  was  assisted  by  Eben  Colby  and  Ralph  Tillinghast. 
22  youngsters  were  involved  in  these  lessons.  We  are 
grateful  for  the  use  of  the  Francestown  Improvement  and 
Historical  Society's  courts.  Recreation  sponsors  the  ConVal 
Kickers   Soccer  Camp   on   the  FIHS   baseball   field.    Peter 
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Ketchum  ran  two  sessions  this  year  -  one  in  the  AM  for  the 
younger  boys  and  girls  and  one  in  the  PM  for  the  older 
group.  34  attended  the  AM  session  and  26  in  the  PM.  This 
program  is  self  supporting. 

In  the  Fall,  Recreation  supports  a  Town  soccer  team 
that  is  part  of  the  Monadnock  League.  Practices  are  held  at 
the  FIHS  baseball  field,  but  all  games  must  be  played  in 
Peterborough  due  to  the  inadequacy  of  the  baseball  field  for 
soccer.  Thanks  go  to  Paul  Lawrence  and  Jim  Pietrovito  for 
coaching  the  5/6  grade  all  Francestown  team,  and  to  other 
parents  who  helped  with  practices  and  coached  other  teams  in 
the  league.  Recreation  also  supports  a  Town  Halloween  Party 
at  the  Town  Hall  for  all  residents.  Special  thanks  go  to 
the  Francestown  Fire  Department  and  Auxiliary  for 
decorations,  to  Jim  Barker  for  the  hayride,  to  Cher  Barker 
and  Patricia  Schell  for  games  for  the  younger  set,  and  to 
Pam  DeWitt  and  her  helpers  for  providing  a  Spook  House. 

Paul  Lawrence  and  Peter  Bixby,  representing  the 
Recreation  Commission,  and  Kris  Stewart  representing 
Recreation  and  8  local  contractors,  have  been  meeting  with 
Bill  Hansen,  delegate  from  the  Francestown  Improvement  and 
Historical  Society,  Al  Thulander,  Selectman,  Dave  Jonas, 
member  of  the  Budget  Committee,  and  Harry  Murray,  Surveyor, 
to  draft  a  plan  for  building  a  soccer  field  on  the  FIHS 
land,  provide  an  outdoor  all  purpose  court  for  basketball 
and  street  hockey,  and  for  making  improvements  to  the  FIHS 
baseball  field.  We  are  grateful  for  the  $5000  made 
available  by  FIHS,  and  for  the  $15,000  set  aside  in  the 
Capital  Reserve  by  town  voters.  Plans  were  to  ask  the 
voters  at  the  1993  Town  Meeting  to  spend  this  $20,000  plus 
an  additional  $21,000  to:  build  an  entrance  from  Route  136, 
clear  a  portion  of  the  wooded  area  behind  the  tennis  court 
#2  and  adjacent  to  the  baseball  field,  create  a  soccer  field 
and  parking  area  for  both  fields,  rebuild  and  reseed  the 
present  field,  and  fill  and  resurface  the  present  basketball 
court  behind  the  Red  School .  Kris  Stewart  and  other  town 
contractors  would  donate  up  to  half  of  their  time  and  use  of 
equipment  to  make  this  all  possible.  A  lease  would  be 
worked  out  between  the  Town  and  FIHS,  and  a  written 
agreement  between  the  Town  and  the  Conval  School  District. 
If  voted  by  the  Town,  construction  was  to  have  begun  in 
Spring  1993.  However  the  Selectmen  and  the  Budget  Committee 
have  asked  that  all  warrant  articles  for  expending  funds  be 
put  off  a  year  except  for  the  funding  for  the  closing  of  the 
Tri-Town  Landfill.  The  Recreation  Commission  will  be  asking 
for  future  funding  to  accomplish  these  long  needed  projects. 

The  Recreation  Commission  would  like  to  thank  all  the 
parents,  students,  and  other  residents  who  volunteered  time 
for  the  Recreation  programs  and  meetings.  The  Recreation 
Commission  welcomes  your  ideas  and  suggestions  for 
recreational  programs  and  facilities.

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POLICE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT  -  1992 

In  1992  the  Police  Department  saw  little  or  no  change  in 
calls  for  service.  We  had  about  the  same  number  of  calls  as 
we  did  in  1990  and  1991.  The  number  of  domestic  disturbance 
calls  was  high  again  this  year  and  I  don't  see  any  change  in 
the  foreseeable  future.   It  is  just  a  sign  of  the  times. 

Traffic  summons,  D.W.I,  arrests  and  accidents  were  about  the 
same  as  last  year.  We  had  a  number  of  burglaries  and  1 
untimely  death.  I  would  like  to  again  stress  how  important 
for  people  who  see  a  strange  car  in  their  neighborhood  to 
take  down  the  plate  number.  You  never  know  when  it  may  prove 
to  be  important. 

Starting  in  January  of  1993  the  dispatch  center  is  now 
computerized.  We  will  be  getting  print  outs  of  all  calls  so 
we  can  have  a  better  handle  on  areas  where  we  may  need  to 
spend  more  time.  It  will  also  break  down  the  types  of  calls 
so  I  will  be  able  to  give  more  precise  statistics  in  next 
years  report. 

Bob  Bewley  retired  from  the  Department  this  fall  and  we  wish 
him  all  the  best,  he  will  be  missed.  Neal  Martin  also  left 
the  Department  to  take  a  full  time  position  with  the 
Bradford  Police  Department.  Neal  was  replaced  by  Rick 
Belanger,  Rick  had  been  with  New  Boston  for  a  number  of 
years . 

I  have  again  asked  for  a  budget  of  $43,000.00.  We  had  that 
amount  in  1990  and  1991  and  we  have  been  able  to  stay  within 
that  amount  both  years.  This  is  also  our  year  to  buy  a  new 
cruiser.  We  are  looking  at  a  four  door,  four  wheel  drive. 
We  have  not  decided  on  any  particular  vehicle,  we  are 
looking  at  S-10  Blazer,  Jeep  and  Ford  Explorer.  By  Town 
Meeting  we  will  know  which  vehicle  we  will  want  based  on 
price  and  availability.  We  are  looking  at  the  smaller 
vehicle  because  of  purchase  price  and  operating  cost.  I'm 
not  happy  with  the  amount  of  interior  room,  but  the  full 
size  four  wheel  drive  vehicles  are  almost  cost  prohibitive.

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FRANCESTOWN  PLANNING  BOARD  -  1992 

Land  use  projects  requiring  Planning  Board  review  increased 
in  1992.  The  Board  approved  one  two  lot  subdivision,  three 
lot  line  adjustments  and  two  consolidations.  One  four  lot 
subdivision  was  rescinded  at  the  request  of  the  property 
owner  and  one  subdivision  proposal  was  denied  on  the  grounds 
that  it  did  not  meet  the  requirements  of  the  zoning 
ordinance.  This  activity  resulted  in  4  fewer  lots  than 
existed  at  the  beginning  of  the  year.  The  Board  also 
participated  in  several  status-update  meetings  with  the  new 
management  of  Tory  Pines.  Formal  compliance  hearings  are 
expected  to  resume  early  in  1993. 

In  addition,  1992  marked  the  first  year  that  the  Board  has 
been  asked  to  exercise  its  regional  planning 
responsibilities:  The  Piscataquog  Watershed  Association 
asked  all  communities  abutting  the  Piscataquog  River  to 
participate  in  a  program  to  have  the  river  protected  under  a 
special  state  program.  The  Board  voted  to  endorse  the  PWA's 
objectives,  but  withheld  full  support  for  the  project 
because  of  certain  protection  provisions  which  were 
considered  to  be  overly  restrictive.  It  is  anticipated  that 
the  Planning  Board  -  as  well  as  other  Town  boards  and 
organizations  -  will  become  increasingly  involved  in 
regional  planning  efforts  in  the  coming  years. 

Other  activities  included  preparation  of  the  1993-1998 
Capital  Improvement  Program  -  details  of  which  can  be  found 
elsewhere  in  the  Town  Report  -  amendment  of  the  site  plan 
regulations  as  they  pertain  to  certain  types  of  in-home  day 
care  operations  and  on-going  review  of  various  zoning 
problems  and  issues. 

Provision  for  alternative  methods  of  developing  land  remains 
the  top  zoning  priority  for  the  Board.  Our  experience  with 
subdivisions  shows  all  too  clearly  that  conventional  zoning 
regulations  have  too  many  undesirable  side  affects:  chopped 
up  road  frontage,  fragmentation  of  eco-systems,  a  limited 
range  of  housing  opportunities  and  the  loss  of  large  tracts 
of  open  space  and  view  sheds.  To  help  eliminate  these 
drawbacks  we  need  a  zoning  ordinance  with  the  flexibility  to 
respond  to  the  environmentally  sensitive  lands  which 
characterize  our  town,  the  courage  to  address  the  needs  of 
all  our  citizens  and  the  vision  to  encourage  the 
preservation  of  our  open  spaces  before  they  are  lost  forever 
one  three  acre  bite  at  a  time.  An  optional  cluster 
housing  provision  is  the  most  promising  zoning  technique  for 
achieving  those  objectives.  We  hope  you  will  support 
Article  2  when  you  vote  on  Tuesday,  March  9th.

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FRANCESTOWN ' S  SIX  YEAR  (1993-1998) 
CAPITAL  IMPROVEMENT  PROGRAM 


The  changes  made  to  the  1993-1998  Capital  Improvement 
Program  (CIP)  were  dictated  primarily  by  an  increase  of 
$80,000  in  the  Town's  share  of  the  cost  of  closing  the 
Bennington  landfill  and  by  the  Selectmen's  determination  to 
fully  fund  the  closure  this  year.  In  order  to  achieve  that 
objective  without  either  unnecessarily  disrupting 
departmental  activities  or  causing  wild  gyrations  in  the  tax 
rate  over  the  next  several  years,  the  following 
recommendations  are  made: 

1.  Apply  $100,000  of  the  Town's  estimated  $155,000 
fund  surplus  to  the  closure  project  so  that  no  new 
monies  have  to  be  raised  this  year  to  cover  the  cost  of 
the  closure.  ($100,000  fund  surplus  +  $80,000  capital 
reserves  =  $180,000  estimated  project  cost.) 

2.  Defer  all  capital  and  non  capital  reserve 
appropriations.  All  reserves  have  been  rescheduled  in 
such  a  way  that  all  capital  projects  will  be  fully 
funded  on  schedule,  without  any  distortion  of  the  tax 
rate  in  later  years. 

3.  Fully  fund  the  Recreation  Department's  $41,000 
project  to  upgrade  the  baseball  field  and  to  build  a 
new  soccer  field  as  well  as  an  outdoor 
basketball/general  purpose  court.  Deferral  of  this 
project  may  jeopardize  an  offer  by  local  contractors  to 
contribute  equipment  and  labor  to  the  project;  further 
it  would  mean  that  an  ever  increasing  number  of 
children  will  continue  to  have  inadequate  facilities. 

The  Planning  Board  made  no  change  to  its  prior  year 
commitment  to  a)  reinstating  in  1993-  some  of  the  road 
improvement  funding  which  was  previously  cut  due  to  higher 
priorities;  b)  funding  the  Highway  Department's  fuel 
containment  building  in  1993  and  c)  a  1995  target  date  for 
the  Bixby  Dam  restoration. 

Specifics  of  the  1993  CIP  as  recommended  by  the  Planning 
Board  are  listed  in  Column  2  of  Exhibit  1  on  the  next  page. 
Also  included  in  Exhibit  1  are  the  warrants  as  actually 
proposed  by  the  departments.  Footnotes  indicate  whether  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Budget  Committee  recommend 
approval  of  a  particular  warrant  article.  Please  note  that 
this  year  the  Selectmen  have  asked  that  almost  all  capital 
reserves  and  projects  be  deferred.  Articles  requesting  $100 
have  been  placed  on  the  warrant  for  the  sole  purpose  of 
allowing  the  voters  to  have  the  final  say  in  the  matter. 

The  CIP  is  prepared  -  and  this  summary  is  provided  -  to 
assist  you  in  your  decision  making.  If  you  would  like  a  copy 
of  the  complete  plan  or  have  any  questions  about  the  plan 
and  how  it  is  prepared,  please  contact  the  Planning  Board.

The  Road  Improvement  Program  Sub-Committee  was  established 
in  May  of  1989  by  the  Planning  Board  to  help  develop  a  long 
term  road  improvement  program  for  inclusion  in  the  Capital 
Improvement  Program. 

PURPOSE : 

1.  To  recommend  an  appropriate  sum  of  money  to  be  spent 
each  year  to  improve  the  roads  of  Francestown. 

2.  To  recommend  a  6  year  plan  of  roads  to  be  improved, 
listing  roads  and  work  to  be  done  on  each. 

3.  To  make  recommendations  to  improve  the  operations  of 
the  Highway  Department. 

FUND I NG  RECOMMENDAT I ON S : 

1.  Although  our  objective  for  the  Highway  Improvement 
Program  is  a  minimum  annual  expenditure  of  $50,000  a 
year,  due  to  the  current  economic  situation,  we 
recommend  a  reduced  level  of  spending  during  the 
next  few  years. 

2.  The  $50,000  annual  fund  to  be  obtained  as  follows: 

a.  $25,000  of  the  Highway  Budget  (Reconstruction 
of  Roads)  to  be  designated  on  a  given  road.

Administrative  Decisions  involving  the  interpretation  of  the 
Zoning  Ordinance.  Copies  of  the  Zoning  Ordinance,  forms  for 
applications  and  information  on  filing  fees  and  other 
charges  are  available  at  the  Town  Offices. 

During  1992  the  board  consisted  of  Guy  A.  Swenson,  Jr., 
Chairman,  Herbert  A.  Fincher,  Vice-chairman,  Richard  S. 
Mikula,  clerk,  Richard  Kiczek  and  Nathan  Sanderson. 
Alternates  were  Dean  L.  Mottard  and  Charles  Onasch.  Gemma 
Dreher  was  appointed  as  an  alternate  by  the  Selectmen  in 
December.  Elizabeth  James  was  appointed  recording  secretary 
for  the  Board  in  October. 

During  1992  the  Board  heard  one  application  for  a 
special  exception,  two  applications  for  modifications  of 
conditions  imposed  on  previously  granted  special  exceptions 
and  three  applications  for  variances.  All  requests 
involving  special  exceptions  were  granted  with  the  Board 
attaching  further  conditions,  two  variances  were  granted  and 
one  was  denied. 

Regular  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Adjustment  are  held  on 
the  second  Thursday  of  each  month  although,  in  recent  years, 
meetings  have  been  frequently  canceled  due  to  lack  of  any 
business.  All  meetings  are  open  to  the  public.

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1992  Public  Assistance  Administrator's  Report 

Although  the  financial  picture  for  many  hasn't  inproved  and 
welfare  spending  increased  slightly  this  year, the  budget  was  not 
overspent  and  overall  the  need  is  less  than  anticipated,  based  on 

our  current  guidelines.  The  NH  Municipal  Assoc,  has  finally 
updated  the  Welfare  Guidelines  and  made  them  available  to  the 
Town  in  November.  The  Selectmen,  in  cooperation  with  this  office, 
are  working  on  adjusting  the  guidelines  to  confonn  with  oxjr 
Town's  cost  of  living,  which  appears  to  be  higher  than  most  other 
local  ccmnunities,  due  to  the  lack  of  affordable  housing. 

Individual  participants  may  be  new  but  the  number  of  recipients 
remains  relatively  stable  and  minimal.  All  current  cases  are  for 
short-term  assistance.  As  is  typical,  the  primary  caseload  is 
wcmen  with  children,  reflecting  the  state-wide  picture  of  need  in 
this  econany.  The  imeniployed  or  under-arployed  have  had  to  seek 
out  minimal  financial  assistance  frcsm  the  town.  The  continued 
closing  of  the  ski  area  and  teniporary  shut  down  of  Tory  Pines,  as 
well  as  other  area-wide  businesses  and  services,  has  impacted  on 
our  town.  As  is  the  norm,  applicants  are  referred  to  federal  and 
state  agencies  to  apply  for  other  forms  of  aid  (AFDC,food  stanps, 
fuel  assistance,  etc.).  The  primary  function  of  this  office  has 
been  in  facilitating  applicants  in  accessing  outside  sources  of 
assistance,  if  at  all  possible.  Expenditures  have  been  for  rental 
sx±isidies,  utility  payments,  fuel  assistance,  and  food  purchases. 

It  would  be  most  helpful  to  this  office  for  everyone  willing  to 
give  during  holiday  time  to  do  a  little  "pre-planning",  just  as 
you  do  for  your  own  family's  holiday  needs.  Mark  yoior  calendars 
now  to  call  me  in  early  Oct.  &  Nov.  if  you'd  like  to  donate  for 
Thanksgiving  and  Christmas .  Take  a  cue  f  rem  the  girl  scouts . . . 
Our   Christmas  plans  are  set  in  September!  Unless  an  emergency 
arises,  offers  to  donate  a  few  days  before  a  major  holiday  can't 
be  adequately  addressed  as  often  deliveries  have  already  been 
made. 

Thanksgiving  baskets  were  prepared  by  St.  Patrick's  Church  in 
Beimington  and  one  concerned  Francestown  family  for  a  few  town 
family  units.  Once  again  Christmas  is  the  busiest  time  of  year 
with  a  good  response  fron  many  individuals  and  groups.  Town 
Girl  Scouts  (Juniors  #557  and  Seniors  #1367)  made  an  assortment 
of  gifts  to  add  to  holiday  baskets  and  the  seniors  accarpanied  me 
the  Sunday  before  Christmas  to  visit  with  several  senior  citizens 
around  town.  The  Rotary  Club  of  Peterborough  again  continued  the 
OPERATION  SANTA  program  for  participating  Francestown  families. 
Francestown  residents  currently  in  nursing  hemes  were  given 
plants  through  funds  donated  by  the  Francestown  Improvement  & 
Historical  Society.  F.I.H.S.  monies  ($150)  also  funded  gift 
certificates  for  food.  The  REZiLTORS  of  Sullivan  Properties  again 
collected  donations  to  enable  many  Francestown  families  to 
receive  personal  care  items  that  cannot  be  piorchased  with  food 
stamps.  This  program,  in  it's  second  year,  received  many 
donations  in  cash  and  products  fron  area  residents  for  the 
benefit  Francestown,  New  Boston,  and  Weare  families.  One  town 
family,  recipients  last  year,  gave  generously  now  that  they've 
overcome  personal  econcmc  hurdles. 
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The  Wotnens'  Guild  of  the  Ccmmiunity  Church  and  several  private 
citizens  gave  generously  to  a  special  project  that  the  Town  could 
not  fund  but  a  need  was  present. 

Anyone  needing  assistance  should  contact  me  directly  at  heme 
(588-2519)  to  apply  for  services.     Keep  in  mind  that  all  matters 
are  confidential  and  are  not  part  of  the  public  record.     Please 
call  if  you  have  any  questions  about  eligibility  requirements  for 
various  assistance  programs.     It  is  felt  that  many  more  coninunity 
msiibers  are  eligible  for  food  stanps  and  fuel  assistance 
programs,  which  are  not  funded  by  your  local  tax  dollau:,  but 
people  fail  to  apply  for  programs  that  may  truly  benefit  them.

violin  pupils   of  Candy  Wharton,  the   Immovable   Feast  -   a 
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Hawaiian  Luau  at  Harriet  Cope's,  Norm  Gauthier  -  "Ghost  of 
New  England",  a  Christinas  Concert  by  Conval  and  the  Red 
School  and  a  Victorian  Tea  at  the  Woodbury  Homestead. 
Art  exhibits  at  the  OHM  included  works  by  Vivian  Gentes, 
Jessie  Pollack,  Denise  Olsen  and  the  Pre-school . 
Much  restoration  work  was  completed  in  1992  on  the  OHM.  The 
minister's  study,  bride's  room,  men's  and  ladies  rooms  and 
the  foyer  were  completely  restored.  New  stage  lighting  was 
purchased.  All  center  braces  under  the  pews  were  repaired. 
Three  wood  panels  were  replaced  with  new  grills  and  frames 
for  sound  panels  and  a  portable  piano  platform  was  built  and 
carpeted. 

Reverend   Keta  Jones   served   as  minister   of  the   Community 

Church.    The   church   has  106   members;   81  Active   and   25 

Inactive . 

Church   activities  in   1992   included;  the   3rd  Annual   Fall 

Festival  in   October,  monthly  seniors  luncheons   open  to  the 

community.  Vacation   Bible  School   in  August,  MOM   (Make  our 

Morning)  toddler   playgroup  on  Mondays  and   the  Ladies  Guild 

meetings  on  Tuesdays. 

The  Church  sponsors   4  Girl  Scout  Troops,  3  of  which  meet  at 

the  church. 

The   Food   Pantrj  has   been   in   operation  and   very   active 

helping   out   local   fam.ilies   in   need.    The   Church   also 

provided   fuel  assistance  and  aid  to   families  who  could  not 

afford  Christmas  on  their  own. 

The  Church  took  part  in  the  annual  CROP  WALK  to  fight  hunger 

and  raised  $13,000,  25%  of  which  is  applied  locally. 

A  "Tree  of  Warmth"  was   assembled,  which  was  decorated   with 

hats,  mittens  and  scarves  to  be  donated  to  a  local  shelter. 

The  Oak  Hill  Grange  had  52  members,  including  6  Golden  Sheaf 

members.   The  Grange  Master  is  Winnie  Hoyt . 

The    Community    Citizens    Award,   given    for    something 

outstanding   done  for  the  town  people,  was  presented  to  Greg 

Thulander .

The  Grange   held  its   annual  Agricultural  Fair   in  September 

and   had  an  exhibit  at   the  Hillsborough  County   Fair.   They 

also  sponsor  the  4-H  Club. 

The  Francestown  Red  School  served  grades  R-1  through  4  and 
had  an  enrollment  of  83  students  for  the  school  year  ending 
June  1992. 

A  new  addition  was  built  which  houses  the  3-4  grade. 
All-School   Days   featured  the   Rainforest,  Complete  with  a 
classroom  decorated  as  a   Rainforest.   A  bake  sale   was  held 
which  helped  raise  enough  money  for  the  students  to  purchase 
2  acres  of  Rainforest  which  will  be  preserved. 

The  Francestown  Community  Pre-School  was  in  operation 
serving  3-4  year  olds  from  24  families.  Besides 
Francestown,  enrollment  included  students  from  Bennington, 
Deering  and  New  Boston. 
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The  Francestown  Community  Theater  was  in  its  3rd  year.  The 
group  includes  about  40  people  and  the  Fall  production  "Down 
to  Earth"  directed  by  Jane  Hooper  and  Pam  Nation,  was  well 
attended.  The  theater  appreciates  the  community  support, 
the  profits  have  been  used  to  start  a  fund  to  restore  the 
stage  of  the  Town  Hall  and  support  other  local  artistic 
endeavors . 

There  is  a  Cub  Scout  Group,  chartered  through  Antrim,  which 
meets  in  Francestown.

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FRANCESTCWN  SOLID  WASTE  &  TRiWSFER  STATION  REPORT 

1992  marked  a  transition  year  for  Francestown  as  the  Bennington 
-Antrim-Francestown  Landfill  was  officially  closed  on  Oct.  31st 
by  mandate  of  the  NH  Dept.  of  Envirorrnental  Services.  Much  of  our 
solid  waste  has  been  transported  to  the  tri-town  landfill  since 
1975.  As  was  agreed  to  initially  the  cost-sharing  formula  for 
the  town's  has  been  Antrim  60%,  Bennington  20%,  and  Francestown 
20%.  Some  four  years  ago,  knowing  that  closure  was  pending,  town 
voters  established  a  Landfill  Closure  capital  reserve  program  and 
$80,000+  has  been  set  aside  to  date. As  our  projected  shared  costs 
are  less  than  anticipated  a  few  months  cigo, there  is  the  possibil- 
ity that  no  additional  revenues  need  to  be  raised  by  taxation  and 
long-term  bonding  as  funds  (approx.  $100,000)  are  available  from 
surplus  funding. 

D.E.S.has  approved  the  closure  plans  cind  bids  are  being  reviewed. 
Bennington  will  be  paying  for  the  cost  of  closing  the  separate 
paper  waste  area  with  Monadnock  Paper  Mill  donating  some  $390,000 
if  the  three  town's  can  come  to  terms  on  the  formula  for  sharing 
total  closing  costs  and  groundwater  monitoring  for  the  next  30 
years.  Since  1983-85  five  monitoring  wells  provided  data  for 
mandated  hydrological  studies  and  eight  more  were  installed  in 
1989  as  part  of  a  groundwater  management  zone.  As  studies  showed 
volatile  organic  cortpounds  (VOC's)  it  was  necessary  to  tcike  the 
abutting  Davy  land  to  carply  with  DES's  surface  drainage  plan. 
Currently  approval  for  deconmissioning  6  of  the  13  monitoring 
wells  has  been  received  from  DES.  To  date,  Bennington  sund  Antrim 
have  reached  agreement  on  the  total  plain  aind  it  anticipated  that 
by  the  publication  of  the  town  report  the  Francestown  Selectmen 
will  have  also  approved  the  plan. 

This  year  will  be  a  data  collection  year.  Prior  to  the  closing. 
Our  waste  was  transported  to  Bennington  without  ciny  records  of 
tonnage  as  no  weight  scales  were  available.  We  have  since  signed 
an  agreement  with  Waste  Management, Inc.  at  $65/ton  which  includes 
both  disposal  and  trajisportation.Our  waste  is  transported  to  the 
Wheelabrator  Incinerator  in  Pennacook  or  to  Waste  Management's 
lined  Istfidfill  in  Rochester.  Each  load  is  weighed  and  accurate 
records  are  provided  along  with  the  monthly  billing.  When  we  have 
accurate  data  determining  exactly  how  much  waste  we  generate, 
we'll  be  able  to  determine  the  true  cost  per  ton  for  our  program. 
Subsequently,  with  hard  data,  the  most  cost  effective  plans  for 
future  waste  disposal  can  be  developed. 

Thanks  to  all  residents  for  making  1992  a  successful  year  for  our 
growing  recycling  operation.  Each  ton  we  recycle  represents  both 
cost-avoidance  in  disposal  fees  auid  a  revenue  stream  for  our 
town;  environmentally  and  economically  recycling  continues  to 
make  good  sense. 
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We  continue  to  peruse  the  most  viable  markets  for  our  recyclabies 
and  we  will  hopefully  be  able  to  remove  more  resources  from 
the  waste  stream  as  markets  become  available.  Improved  record 
keeping  procedures  for  marketed  recyclabies  have  been  inplemented 
this  year  to  more  accurately  track  tonnages,  costs,  and  revenues. 

1992  records  indicate  the  following  recycled  container  tonnages 
per  product:

16.74  tons 

Also  removed  from  the  waste  stream  were  volimes  of  newspapers 
(no  weights  available  from  Bennington) , various  category-separated 
metals, 350  tires,  batteries, waste  oil,  leaf  &:  yard  waste  conpost, 
and  40  refrigerator  units.  Per  State  mandate,  CFC's  were  removed 
from  the  refrigerators  and  recycled. 

Both  our  transfer  station/recycling  center  attendants  are  trained 
and  certified  by  the  Mi  Dept.  of  Environmental  Services.  A  glass 
crusher  was  installed  in  June  to  safely  crush  the  glass  2tf\d  make 
uniform  the  size  of  the  cullet,  bringing  a  higher  price  for  glass 
recyclcibles.  A  shed  roof  was  constructed  to  protect  the  equipment 
and  materials  from  the  weather. 

The  last  Household  Hazardous  Waste  Collection  Cfeiy  was  held  in 
1991  and  some  town  residents  had  to  be  turned  away  as  limits  were 
quickly  reached.  Quotes  are  being  gathered  to  determine  current 
costs  and  to  decide  if  we  should  participate  with  ainother  area 
town.  A  survey  will  be  done  to  better  determine  what  hazardous 
wastes  are  in  storage  as  the  toxic  products  cannot  be  accepted  at 
the  Treinsfer  Station  for  disposal.  Costs  are  high:  $90/55  gal. 
drum  of  waste  oils  to  $350/55  gal.  drun  of  oil  paints.
